mity;or decrepit condition : all of them: ſabieQedto 
the power of the feuen Planers, as on'each wheele 
they beare their Characters. It is drawne by two Ly- 
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ons and two- Horſes of the Sea , figuring whar fwift 
motion hafineth on the mites, houres,mionths and 
yeeres of out frailtic : and the whole frame or body
